THE GEORGIAN DEFENDS TURPIN’S 
RIGHT 


TO THE SEAT HE NOW OCCUPIES. 


Mr. Crisp Makes a Nomination in What He 
Calls the Election Now Going on 
in the House. 


Wasnineton, June 3.—[Special.]—Judge 
Crisp, of Georgia, made a great speech in the 
McDuftie-Turpin contested election case from 
Alabama today. His very first sentence 
brought forth applause from the democrats, 
and they continued cheering throughout his 
entire speech of over an hour. He dealt the 
republicans some stunning blows, and, indeed, 
kept them in the hottest kind of water until 
he sat down. He opened his speech with 
the remark that as the house was 
going to hold an election = 
a representative from the four 
district of Alabama, he had a man he wanted 
to put in nomination. He would assure the 
gentlemen of the republican side of the cham- 
ber that his man was endorsed by a majority 
of the people of the district from which it was 
the object of the republicans to elect a mem- 
ber, and that if the wishes of the people of the 
district were considered, his man would be 
elected. His man was Louis W. Turpin, 
the democrat who has occupied the seat since 
the opening of this congress, and the man who 
the people of Alabama sent here by a very 
large majority of their votes. This statement, 
which every republican on the floorof the 
house know to be true, worried the republican 
pirates no little, while the democrats ap- 
plauded every sentence to the echo. 

TURNS HIS GUNS ON REED. 

Then the Georgian threw some heavy shot 
into the big carcass of Tom Reed. He said it 
was the policy of the republican party, as an- 
nounced by Reed in his Pittsburg speech, that 
they must pass a law that would give them the 
authority to do the counting and certifying in 
all elections for seats in congress, and that that 
statement was a fair illustration of the manner 
by which they would enforce all laws which 
they had the power to enforce. They had the 
power toelect a man in Mr. Turpin’s place, 
but he hoped they were satisfied with their 
already large majority, and would now vote 
honestly. 

Colonel Oates, of Alabama, followed Judge 
Crisp ina very strong argument. Tho elec- 
tion comes off tomorrow at 2 o’clock and then 
Mr. Turpin will be turned down. He has 
some hope that there are eriough honest repub- 
licans to allow him to hold the seat to which 
he was honestly elected, but there are no 
other democrats who knows the ways of the 
republicans, who entertain such views. Mr. 
Turpin will make a speech on his own case to- 
znorrow.

AN ELECTION REPORT SUBMITTED. 

The house committee on elections this morn- 
ing submitted its report on the Miller-Elliott 
contested case, from South Carolina. That is 
the republican members submitted their re- 
port, favorable to turning out Colonel Elliott, 
and in it they make the very broad assertion 
that the South Carolina election laws are in 
violation of the constitution of that state. If 
this be true, then every representative from 
the state of South Carolina could be turned 
out of his seat in congress. But instead of 
carrying out this assertion, and draw- 
ing conclusions from it, the report takes 
up the question of whether or _ not 
Colonel Elliott received the largest 
number of votes, and decides that he did not. 
They do not hold that by reason of the uncon- 
stitutionality of the election law, no election 
was held, but concluded that Miller, the negro 
republican contestant, is entitled to the seat by 
a majority of 757. Elliott was elected by a 
majority of thirteen hundred and fifty-five. 
votes, but the republicans are sure to turn him 
out, counting the votes which were put in the 
wrong boxes, and which, under the laws of 
South Carolina, are not entitled to be counted. 

However, the republicans pay no attention 
to elections in the states. They hold elections 
and elect their men here.

A FIGHT FOR A SEAT. 


Judge Crisp Defends Turpin’s Right to His 
Seat. 


WASHINGTON, June 3.—The house proceeded 
to the consideration of the Alabama contested 
election case of McDuffie vs. Turpin. 

Mr. Comstock, of Minnesota, opened the 
discussion with an argument in favor of the 
claims of the contestant. 

Mr. Crisp, of Georgia, presented the claims 
of the contestee. After reviewing portions of 
the evidence, he referred to the siim attend- 
ance in the house. The majority report said 
that the election in the fourth district of Ala- 
bama was a farce. What was this? [Laughter.] 
What kind of an election was this? How 
many members (outside of the members of the 
committee on elections) had read the report of 
the committee? He would pause to allow 
any gentleman to reply. 

Mr. Alten, of Michigan, said that so far.as 
he was conecerned the report had been care- 
fully attended to. 

Mr. Crisp—Did you read it? 

Mr. Allen-—Yes.

Mr. Pugh Favors the Bill, Bat Branches Off 
on the Tariff. 

WASHINGTON, June 3.—Among the memo- 
rials and other papers presented and referred,» 
were resolutions from the Louisiana legisla- 
ture extending thanks to congress and the 
president for the relief afforded sufferers from 
the recent Mississippi floods. 

Mr. Davis, from the conference committee 
on the dedendent pension bill, reported that 
the committee had been unable to agree. 

Mr. Edmunds inquired (in order to under- 
stand the form of doing business between the 
two horses) which house had asked for the 
conierence. 

Presiding Oflicer Ingalls—The conference 
was asked by the senate. 

Mr. Edmunds—Then I submit that the re- 
port should be made first to the house of repre- 
senatatives. 

The presiding ofticer—The senator from Ver- 
montis correct. That is the parliamentary 
proceeding. The report will be withdrawn 
until action is taken elsewhere. 

The report was withdrawn. 

The senato bill for preventing the adultera- 
tion of food and drugs was reported and placed 
on the calendar. 

DISCUSSING THE SILVER BILL. 

The silver bill was taken up, and Mr, Pugh 
addressed the senate. His speech was largely 
devoted to a criticism of the tariff bill. He 
saw in it with sadness an attempt to- satisfy 
the farmers and other producers, and to in- 
duce them to believe that they would 
find greater prosperity and lighter burdens 
when the McKinley bill became a law, impos- 
ing duties, as it did, on Canadian eggs, barley, 
pototoes, rye and corn. He referred to the 
Butterworth speech in the house exposing the 
“astounding robbery’’ of the people by copper 
corporations, and asked how it was that a sys- 
tem which produced such monstrous results 
could continue to receive the sanction of the 
great national party that now had possession 
of every branch of government, and had 
obtained the restoration to power on the 
merits of its protective policy. Could the 
free coinage of silver, he asked, or any other 
remedial legislation remove the causes of dis- 
content which prevailed all over the country 
so long as such a system of tariff taxation ab- 
sorbed the substance of the people? Nothing 
that could be gained from the greater volume 
of currency would enable the people to save 
any surplus from their hard earnings. The 
able speeches made in the senate in favor of 
free coinage had left him but little to say. 

THE PEOPLE DESIRE FACTS. 

The people did not care so much for theories 
as they did for facts. The enemies of silver 
used no weapons but theories. Their argu 
ments were always based on theory, prediction$ 
and dogmatic] assertions. But silver, like 
truth when ‘“‘crushed to earth, would rise 
again.’’ For himself, he was strongly in favor 
oi making money more plenty. It had been a 
long time since the United States has had 
anything like aredundant circulation. The 
peeple had never suffered, in any age or 
country—in commerce, trade or otherwise— 
for having too much coined money in circula- 
tion, or as a basis of circulation. There could 
be no depreciation in the unit of money value 
combined! of gold and silver solongas the 
unit was declared by congressto have the 
value of a dollar. 

The only way that the ingenuity of a Shy- 
lock could devise to destroy silver and gold as 
a just measure of commerce and exchange and 
asa standard for the fulfillment of contracts, 
was to separate them, and to make either a 
commodity. That was the plan that had been 
resorted to, and put in execution in 1873, clan- 
destinely by the enemies of silver. 

Mr. Pugh quoted from the English financier, 
Goschen, the statement that the fall of the 
Roman empire was largely brought about by 
the lack of sufficient circulation of money, and 
the absence of an expansive currency, and he 
said that the United States was now 
confronted with a great financial phenomenon. 
In the near future, he said, the entire output 
of American gold and silver mines would be 
insufficient to meet the demands of increasing 
population and wealth, and the United States 
might soon bein the position of the Roman 
empire, when the debtor class would become 
clamorous for relief laws, made necessary b 
the insufficiency of precious metals to furnis 
enough currency. The necessity for a more 
expansive currency was perfectly apparent, 
and its existence could not be i Me o con- 

ess. That necessity could not be met{by any 

egislation that came _ short of making 
available the supply of American mines to se- 
cure a circulation sufficiently expansive to 
meet the demands of the people, and to satisfy 
their reasonable and legitimate wants. He 
should, therefore, join his vote to the votes of 
those who were in favor of the free, unlimited 
= compulsory coinage of gold and silver bul- 

ion. ae 
At the conclusion of Mr. Pugh’s speech the 
silver bill was temporarily laid- aside, and a 
number of senate bills were taken from the 
calendar and passed. The most important was 
one permitting bottling houses to be con- 
nected with breweries by piping, under regu- 
lations set forth in the bill. 

The silver bill was again taken up and Mr 
Farwell addressed the senate. e declare 
himself in full accord with the purposes of the 
bill, but said he was in favor of going still 
further. He would use for money all the sil- 
ver offered and not a stipulated sum as pro- 
vided for in the bill; and he would coin it at 
its market value. 

At the close of Mr. Farwell’s speech, the 
silver bill was again laid aside and the fortifi- 
cation bill taken up: An amendment to 
increase the appropriation for rifled 
sea coast mortars from $250,000 
to $400,000 gave rise toa discussion in which 
the condition of American sea ports was dis- 
cussed by-Messrs. Dawes and Hale, and their 
ee were ridicnied by Mr. Cockrell.

THE SHAM BATTLE. 

The sham battle followed the Zouaves, and 
when it began the grand-stand was alive with 
enthusiastic military admirers. Thesixtysone 
companies were divided evenly, and were given 
positions on the inside of the half mile track at 
opposite ends. The Rifles and the Brunswick 
boys were placed in Major Ord’s army, while 
the Atlanta Zouaves were first deployed as 
skirmishers under Captain Waters, and later 
were made to support a battery which secured 
an enfilading fire upon the other Georgia com- 


anies. 

. The battle began with an advance by Major 
Ord’s army. That force was warmly received 
by the Atlanta Zouaves,who held their picket- 
line nicely until reinforced. Then Ord’s troops 
were drawn back in complete rout, and as the 
command secured a position out of rang of 
Waters’s guns the firing ceased, and inat#itly 
the field hospital force began gathering up the 
dead and wounded. 

Will McMillan, of the Atlanta Rifles, was 
the only Georgia boy hurt. He was shot 
through and through, but the instant the litter 
carriers reached the field hospital, he sprung 
to his feet and walked to the grand stand, say- 
ing: 

“Them boys aint smart. They ought to be 
detailed to get killed like I was, and then their 
hard work would be over.”’ 

The battle was renewed in afew minutes 
and again Ord’s army wasrepulsed. This time 
the Illinois troops suffered a heavy loss. On 
the third charge, however, Ord’s men drove 
Waters’s army in; then a hand to hand fight 
came on. The Brunswick Rifles were made to 
flank the Omaha artillery, and the company 
did the work well, pausing only in the face of 
a hot,rapid fire. The Rifles tackled the Zouaves, 
supporting an Iowa battery, and made the cap- 
ture neatly and nicely. The fight lasted over 
an hour, and old soldiers present went wild 
over it, and old-time pictures and stories were 
recalled and by all the battle pronounced 
realistic in the extreme. 

AN EXHIBITION DRILL. 

After the fight the Walsh Zouaves, of St. 
Louis, and the Atlanta Zouaves gave an exhi- 
bition drill. It was a fine one, delighting 
everybody. . 

The evening dress parade then came, all the 
companies except the Marmadukes were in it 
and the military display was a fine one. 

After dark the Omaha Light Infantry, one 
of the finest looking companies in the camp, 
and the Denver company gave exhibition 
drills. These are two of the finest companies 
in the encampment and their work was 
closely watched. The Georgia boys are be- 
coming great favorites in the camp. 

The Rifles were up first in the pools last 
night, but this morning they dropped two pegs. 
The Marmadukes became first before they 
drilled and the Chicago Light Infantry second. 
The Rifles, however, have backers yet who 
are more than anxious to buy them for first 
place. The Georgia boys will not begin work- 
ing before. Thursday. On that morning the 
Brunswick company will drill. On Friday the 
Rifles will put up their best work. 

The Rifles have just received a telegram 
from St. Louis offering big money for an ex- 
hibition drill on their way home. 

THE ZOUAVES RULED OUT. 

The Zouaves will not drill other than ex- 
hibition drills. The company has been barred 
because the entire roll did not turn out in the 
grand parade. The Georgia boys have for 
their sponsors Missouri ladies well known 
throughout the state. Mrs. Spencer will be 
among those for the Riftes, and near her will 
pe Miss Keene, one of the county’s prettiest, 
wealthiest and most fashionable ladies.

A Letter From Ex-President Cleve- 
land Read. 


PRILADELPHIA, Pa., June 3.—A _ busi 
ness men’s meeting for the purpose pro- 
testing against the passage of McKinley tariff- 
bill was held at Walnut street theater, in this 


) city, this afternoon. Alexander K. McClure 


presided and the list of vice-presidents in- 
cluded the names of many prominent business 

men of Philadelphia. The building was 
crowded, the tebacco, tin plate and woolen in- 
dustries being largely represented. 

The speakers were Congressmen McAdoo, 
of New Jersey; Springer, of Llinois; Bynum, 
of Indiana, and Breckinridge, of Kentucky. 

Tonight a mass-meeting of Textile workers, 
called for the same purpose as the afternoon 
meeting, was held at Textile hall, in Kensing- 
ton, a suburb of Philadelphia, in which most 
of the large woolen mills are located. 
The meeting was gotten up - under 
the auspices of the tariff club, the meimber- 
ship of which consists mostly of workmen in 
the mills who are opposed to the proposed in- 
crease of duty on im wools.

for work, and reduce the wages of labor; and, 
whereas, the rty nowincontrol of congress, 
instead of redeeming its pledges and ee 
faith with the workingmen, is attempting to foist 
upon the American people a most iniquitous 
measure, known as the McKiuley bill, which, by 
increasing the inequalties and discriminations, 
will or monopoly, destroy our industries, 
and crush labor. 

Therefore, we, the workingmen of Kensington, 
in mass-mecting assembled, 

Resolve, That we cannot too strongly denounce 
the McKinley bill as a dangerous measure nor too

THE DESTRUCTION AT LOVELAND. 


Further Particulars of the Terrible Cloud- 
burst Saturday Night. 

Missourtr VALLEY, Ia., June 3.—Another 
account of the cloudburst at Loveland. The 
village of Loveland, eight miles from here, 
was almost totally destroyed Saturday night 
by a cloudburst. The town is located on Boyer 
river and to the east is a gully which graduall 
increases in width as it continues westward. 
The cloudburst occurred a mile or two up this 
gully, and its force was terrific. As it made 
its way toward the village it swept every thing 
before it, leaving hardly a home in the town. 
The amount of water which so suddenly 

ured out. upon the unfortunate  vil- 

was anywhere from. three to 
ten feet according to the locality. The house of 
Luke Sayles, a short distance from the river, 
was thescene ofthe direst mishaps. Of all 
the family—consisting of Sayles, his wife and 
son, the latter a young man of twenty-two— 
were driven out of the house by the incoming 
flood ; finding escape cut off in front they left 
the house, handin hand, by the back door. 
In the back yard there is quitéa downward 
slope from the front to back, and the current 
was so swift that all were swept from. their 
feet and lost their hold upon one another. The 
old man and his son caught hold of a clamp of 
bushes, past which they were swept by the 
torrent and managed tosave themselves. Mrs. 
Sayles, however, was carried by this slender 
refuge, and all her husband and son could do 
was to watch the mad waves sweep her down 
into Boyer river to her death. So far as known 
no other lives were lost.

THE NEXT AFTER TURPIN. 


Representative Elliott’s Seat Will Be Taken 
From Him. 

WASHINGTON, June 3.—The majority report 
in the case of Miller vs. Elliott, from the 
seventh South Carolina district, was submitted 
to thé house committee on elections this morn- 
ing. The report is somewhat sensational, in 
that at the very beginning it declares that the 
entire South Carolina registration and election 
laws are unconstitutional. The basis for this 
declaration, as stated in the report, is that the 
state law imposes a number of restrictions 
upon the exercise of the right of suf- 
frage which are in _ conflict with 
the state constitution. Whereas 
the constitution deprives a person of the 
right of suffrage only upon conviction for 
murder, felony, dueling, and treason. The state 
law prohibits the exercise of the right of 
suffrage by persons who were entitled to reg- 
ister in 1891 and neglected to do so; by those 
who moved into the state and neglected to 
register at the first ensuing registration, and 
by those who sold their registration certificates 
for a valuable consideration. 

The report says that a numberof ne 8 
have been empelled by poverty while waiting 
the maturing of cotton crops to negotiate their 
certificates to traders, whoimmediately send 
them to political headquarters with the re- 
sult that the negroesare permanently dis- 
franchised. After laying down this proposition, 
the report proceeds to discuss the lega! aspects 
of the election from the usual standpoint, and 
recites the facts that in uncertain precincts, 
what amounted to an educational test (and, 
therefore an illegal test) was § im- 
posed by lettering the ballot boxes which were 
separate in case of each office, and that voters 
were deceived by an intentional shifting of 
boxes so that the judges of election were able 
to throw out all ballots cast in the wrong boxes. 
There was also, says the report, evidence of 
ballot box shifting. Summing up, it is found 
that taking a position most favorable to the 
sitting member, Contestant Miller had a 
majority of 750, while if the law is strictly 
followed, his minority will reach 1,448. Mr. 
Wilson, of North Carolina, will prepare a 
minority report. 


CLAYTON-BRECKINRIDGE CONTEST. 


The Committee Will Make a Report for Mr. 
Breckinridge. 


WASHINGTON, June 3.—The sub-committee 
of the house committee on elections which 
has had under consideration the question of 
taking further testjmony in the Clayton- 
Breckinridge Arkansas contested election case, 
has decided the question practically in the 
negative. In its decision the committee says: 
‘*The application of contestants to take further 
testimony in Arkansas is denied. Full oppor- 
tunity is given to take such testimony at 
Little Rock and the case was there closed as 
tosuch testimony with consent of the con- 
testee.”’ | 

The closing of the case, however, 
point related only to 
taking of testimony in Little 
leaving the -subject of further _ tes- 
timony at Washington to be considered on ar- 
rival here. As to three of the witnesses asked 
for,—Dr. C. M. Taylor, C. RK.

A DISTILLER MURDERED 


Because He Refused to Sell a Marshal 
Whisky. 


Kwnoxvitite, Tenn., June 3.—Reports re- 
ceived here last night state that Bud Lindsay, 
deputy United States marshal, shot and killed 
Kilts, a distillerin Campbell connty. Lind- 
say wished a gallon of whisky. Kilts told 
him he could not sell less than ten gallons 
under his license. Lindsay got mad and 
abused Kilts. The distiller’s fourteen-year-old 
son thought his father was in danger and 
threw a rock at Lindsay. Lindsay attempted 
to shoot Kilts, but his party took his pistols from 
him. - They left, and when a_ mile 
away Lindsay asked for his pistols, saying he 
would do no harm. He got the pistols, 
wheeled his horse and rode back to Kilt’s 
house. The latter saw him coming and locked 
the door, but Lindsay broke it down, shot 
Kilt twice, killing him instantly. He then at- 
eg tee to shoot the boy but missed him and 
hit the little girl, but did not seriously wound 


her. It is reported that Lindsay’s party ar- 


rested him and gave him over to the sneriff of 


the county. Lindsay is a desperate character, 
having murdered a prominent citizen of Camp- 
bell county five years age and escaped because 
of a lack of evidence, claiming self-defense and 
there were no witnesses. The place of the 
recent killing is twenty-five miles from 4 tele- 
graph station.

He addressed the young ladies, 
in words fitly chosen, picturing to them the 
ideal life—one of doing good and suffering 
that good may be done. The name 
of the society belle will soon be forgot- 
ten, while that of Susannah Wesley, the pious, 
patient mother, who toiled and suffered that 
her children might be strong, will never die.

THE COTTON CROP. 


Over Seven Million Bales Thus Far Have 
Come Into Sight. 

New ORLEANS, June 2.—The New Orleans 
cotton exchange issued a statement today em- 
bracing thirty-nine weeks of the season, from 
September Ist to May 30th inclusive, this and 
last year, showing that 7,078,615 bales of the 
crop of 1889-’90 have come*into sight at the 
ports, overland points of crossing and leading 
southern interior centers, including the takings 
by southern mills. Up to this time last season 
the amount brought into sight was 6,805,112 
bales, or say 98.08 per cent of the entire crop. 

The statement shows there were brought into 
sight after May 30, last season 33,178 bales. It 
indicates that of thesupply this season 2,117,592 
bales have been take by Ameritan and Cana- 
dian mills, including 429,587 south of the Poto- 
mac, and 4,725,047 have been exported to for- 
eign ports. It also shows that 
northern mill takings and Canada over- 
land is 32,960 bales ahead of the corresponding 
thirty-nine weeks of last year, and that excess 
in foreign exports for the season is 220,537. 
Between the lst and 13th of May, inclusive, 
this season’s stocks at American ports 
and twenty-nine leading southern interior 
markets have decreased 17,910 bales, against 
a decrease during the same period last year of 
122,334, and are now 141,278 bales less than 
they were at this time last year. 


MULLETT’S CLAIM. 


He Wants His Salary for Thirteen Years of 
Idleness. 

WASHINGTON, June 2.—The court of claims 
has dismissed the claim of A. B. Mullet for 
$150,000 compensation as architect of the build- 
ing now occupied by the state, war and navy 
departments. During the period of his super- 
intendency over the construction of the build- 
ing, Mr. Mullett was in the empoly of the gov- 
ernment as supervising architect of the treas- 
ury department and was requested by the 
building commission to submit plans, which 
were adopted. In 1875 he retired from the service 
of the government a1.d an offer was made to 
him by the commission to pay him his salary 
to continue his supervision. He rejected this 
offer and the building was completed under 
the supervision of an engineer officer of the 
army. His claim was for architect’s commis- 
sion on the total cost of the building, although 
it was not completed till 1888, thirteen years 
after he ceased to have anything to do with it.

HOW THE DANES MANAGE 


Ce-operative Buying and the Joint Use of 
Agricultural Machines. 

WASHINGTON, June 1.—Consul Ryden, of 
Copenhagen, in speaking Friday of the dearth 
of labor in Denmark says that recourse has 
been had to an increased intensive employ- 
ment of agricultural machinery, and where 
the solitary individual has not had suflicient 
capital to provide himself with the necessary 
costly machines, numbers have combined to- 
gether in associations for the purchase and 
joint use of such machines. And, as it may 
not be without interest to learn in what man- 
ner some of these societies have organtzed 
themselves, the following statutes of one of 
these unions are here given, viz.: 

1. The association purchases serviceable 
agricultural machines and implements, and 
lends them to its members. 

2. Members subscribe as shareholders, re- 
ceiving an interest of 5 per cent per annum on 
their shares, no member being allowed to own 
more than a fixed number of such shares. 

Any member desirous of using imple- 
ments belonging to the society must make ap- 
plication to the manager. he employment 
is regulated in accordance with the given noti- 
fications in their successive turns. No notice 
shall be sent in earlier than eight days before 
the day on which the machine or implement 
is required. The lending is made by, the day, 
and the application for the use of the ma- 
chine may be made for the day or the 
half day. No member shall be siead the 
same implement for more than one day 
at a time whenever orders have been received 
from others for the use thereof. The half day 
to end at twelve o’clock (noon), when the ma- 
chine shall be returned to the depository, or 
delivered over to the successor, in cases where 
—— has been granted by the manager. 

Vhomsoever does not punctually deliver back 
the machine or implement at the time stipu- 
we shall pay a fine of threefold the amount 
of hire. 

4. The hire, the amount of which will be 
regulated by a tariff fixed at a general meet- 
ing of the members, shall be paid to the man- 
ager at the time of giving notice. In the 
event that a member Konia not have use for 
the machince at the appointed time, he shall 
have no claim for return payment of the hir- 
ing amount; but, on the other hand, it will be 
open to him to allow another member to make 
use thereof. 

5. For all damages sustained during the 
use of the machine the lender will be respon- 
sible. After repairs, such as may have lasted 
more than two days, the machine will again be 
ready for use according to the regular turn of 
the previously-given notices. Should the 

arty, however, on account of the delay which 

ias been occasioned, have no use for the ma- 
chine at the appointed day, he will be entitled 
to claim the return of the amount of hire. 

6. When the interest, repairs and all other 
expenses have been defrayed out of the incom- 
ing hiring sums, the one-half of the net income 
shall then be employed in the redemption of 
shares in such manner that a fixed number of 
shares shall cometo be redeemed; the other 
half of the net income to be employed in the 
purchase of more implements. The owner of 
the redeemed shares will receive a certificate 
of membership, giving him the right of voting 
at the general meetings and legitimizing him 
as a member. 

7. There shall be electedeach year a com- 
inittee, consisting of three members, for the 


purpose of testing new machines and imple- ; 


ments, as well as for bringing before the meet- 
ing any proposals for fresh purchases, 

uch co-operative associations for the pro- 
motion of these interests must unquestionably 
be of great value in all aera where a great 
portion of the land ie sub-divided into small 
allotments, as is the casein this kingdom, 
for the reason that many of the owners of 
the land will not only be unprovided with 
sufficient capital to admit of the purchase of 
the costly agricultural machines for lowing, 
threashing, sowing and reaping, etc., but they 
would not at the same time be able to find 
sufficient work for the same towards recouping 
themselves for the outlays ; whilst, on the other 
hand, with the joint action of the members of 
these societies, both the nec capital and 
full ma rane may be secured with all pros- 
pects of mutual benetit to the members, to- 
gether wfth full remuneration for their pecun- 
lary advancement.

Mr. Lewis, for a time, 
was very acceptable. Histalents and social 
gifts outweighed his eccentricities of costume, 
for he did not seem to like the conventional 
priestly habit, while flannel and duck suitings 
were his favorite fashions. Some times a blue 
sash enhanced the effect of his lovely and 
tasteful attire, and red sashes also assisted in 
inaking the Rey.

What the Mexican War Cost the United 
States, 
Giography of Matthew Calbraith Perry. 

The United States employed in the invasion of a 
sister republic about one hundred thousand armed 
men. Of these, 26,690 were regular troops, 56,926 
volunteers, while over 15,000 were inthe navy or 
in the department of commissariat and transpor- 
tation. Probably as many as 80,000 soldiers were 
actually in Mexico. Of this host 120 officers and 
1,400 men fell in battle or died of wounds, and 109 
officers an: 10,809 men perished by disease. These 
figures, by General Vicle, are from the army rolls. 
Another writer gives the totalin round numbers 
of American war employes lost in battle at 5,000, 
and by sickness 15,000. About 1,000 men of the 
army of occupation died each month of garrison 
fever in the City of Mexico, and many more were 
ruined in health and character. 


In all, the loss of manhood by glory and malaria | 


was fully 25,000 men. The war cost the United States 
directiy, a sum estimated- between 130,000,000 
and $166,500,000, Including the pensions recently 
voted, this amount will be greatly increased.

STRIKE. 


President Plank, of the International Union, 
Said to Have Disapproved of It—He 
Arrives in Atlanta. 


CHATTANOOGA, Tenn., June 3.—[{Special.]— 
All the union printers, members of the Typo- 
graphical union in this city, went outona 
strike at noon today. About fifty men are in 
the strike. 

About a week ago, the local union made 
demand for the following increase in the 
schedule of wages: Composition on morning 
papers, from 334 to 37h}.cents per thousand; 
afternoon papers, from 30 to 33 cents; day 
hands, from $14 to $15 per week; book com- 
position, from 354 to 40 cents; job foremen, 
trom $16 to $18 per week; foremen morning 
papers, from $20 to $25; foremen afternoon 
papers, from $18 to $20; night proof reader, 
from $17 to $19; day proof reader, from $15 
to $17. 

PLANK AND HOUTZE ON HAND. 

District Organizer Houtze, of Texas, was 
sent here, and has been in consultation with 
the union ever since. 

At noon today a meeting of the union was 
held, presided over by President Plank, of In- 
diana, and he refused to countenance the 
strike. 

The union, however, by a two-thirds vote, 
decided upon the strike, and went out without 
the endorsement of the international! union, 
and without benefit. 

The job printers do not enter into the strike, 
as they are receiving the scale asked for. 

The publishers of the city have telegravhed 
to St. Louis for a force of Printers’ Protective 
association men, and by the end of the week 
union compositors on the newspapers will be a 
thing of the past. Good compositors are now 
offered $25 per week. 


President Plank in the City. 

President Plank, of the International Typo- 
graphical union, reached Atlanta last night, 
and put up at the Kimball house. He was 
waited upon by Colonel James G. Woodward, 
delegate, W. L. Skelton and other members 
of the local] union. 

When asked about the Chattanooga strike 
and his alleged disapproval of it, he re- 
plied that he had nothing to say which he de- 
sired made public. He did not deny that he 
had disapproved of the strike. 

The International union meets in this city 
next Monday, and President Plank is here for 
the purpose of preparing for it. 


A “SUPERSTITIOUS PALL.” 


Period of Anxiety but Resignation in the 
Valley. 
W. E. Mollison in Sunday Commercial. 

MAYERSVILLE, Miss., April 29.--In a recent 
letter concerning the situation in the over- 
flowed districts I mentioned the fact that 
‘‘over all this scene of terror hangs supersti- 
tious pall.”” I now prop:se briefly to give your 
readers an idea of what was thereby meant. 

It will be remembered that some five or six 
weeks ago there appeared in the heavens 
at noonday, around the sun, a very strange 
looking rainbow, which was described in the 


“papers at the time as one of the most remarka- 


ble sights ever witnessed. Some described it 
as three distinct circles with a center and 
within the smallest, or minor one, was a dis- 
tinct rainbow with all the colors. Within the 
circles, or close to them, there were other ap- 
parent suns, called by the negroes all over the 
country ‘Sun Dogs.’’ 

This sight appeared at high noon on Sunday 
and was seen by tens of thousands of these 
simple clildren of nature. To say that it pro- 
duced a profound impression on them would 
be to state it very mildly. Those who saw it— 
hard, stubborn fact as it was, were stricken 
with terror. Others to whom the sight was 
described, with such embellishments as is 
natural under the circumstances, listened with 
awe and astonishment. The story grew until 
there were three distinct suns, of such equal 
brilliancy that no one could distinguish which 
was Old Sol himself. The preachers took it 
up as a warning to the wicked and rang the 
changes on it until converts came flocking into 
the fold by dozens, all fearful that

would come, and speedily. To properly un 
derstand the effect of these warnings upon the 
ignorant, if may be well to state that the aver- 
age unlettered colored man is always on the 
lookout for tire end of time. It would not as- 
tonish any of the old timers to hear “‘Gabriel’s 
long, silver trumpet’’ summoning all men to 
eternity, amid the wreck and ruin of suns and 
systems. In fact, upon no other point is there 
such unanimity of belief as upon this idea, 
that the world holds its place by a tenure as 
uncertain as that of a partisan office-holder 
under afi ideal civil service administration. It 
is part and parcel of every creed. The end of 
the world is looked for with as much compla- 
cency and more certainty than the end of life. 
Around this belief as a nucleus every revival 
must commence and every ‘‘awakening’’ have 
origin. 

Up to that time there had been no winter to 
speak of. The trees were as green and the 
earth covered with as thick a carpet as on any 
average May day. Delicate flowers were 
blooming everywhere. Then came the coldest 
weather of the winter. The frost and ice left 
field and wood as barren as if breath of fire 
had scorched every leaf and shrub. The 
ground ha: been covered with a mantle as soft 
as velvet down, became as hard as barren rock. 
Then biossomed out prophet. He had plenty 
of scripture to back him up. In tones that 
would have put Stentor to shame, he shouted:

during the summer of 1890, and that there 
was nothing to do except to wait for the imev- 
itable hour, of whose coming the Son of Man 
could not know the exact day and date. ¢The 
river continued to rise, the 1882 mark was 
reached and passed, then 1584, then the oldest 
inhabitant pointed to dim lines, — up above 
the ones already hidden, as the marks of 1862, 
which was the chief of high waters. The river 
continued to rise although all records had been 
distanced. The water actually ran over levees 
that had held them all, and then the supersti- 
tious came up and said that all efforts to stop 
the flood would only aggravate and enrage the 
Fates who had decided that there should be a 
flood. Some even declared that the flood was 
intended to run all the people out of the 
swamps to the hills,so that Gabriel could 
make the greatest number hear with the least 
effort with his awful trumpet. 

Every break in the levees was construed as 
fulfillment of prophecy, and this will in a 
great measure explain why it was difficult in 
many places to get men to work when the at- 
tempt was made to close them. The facts will 
bear me out inthe assertion that few if any of 
the church-goers and believers were ever seen 
to work on any of the breaks. The gamblers 
and hard citizens were the only ones whose 
services could be secured, althogh the wages 
of er2d in many instances would have tempted 
many clerks and book keepers. 

Against this belief in the certainty of judg- 
ment this year all men of affairs in the Delta 
will have to contend as against a foe in the 
dark and an enemy unseen.

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4 MAMMOTH SUIT. 


Thirty Acres of Very Valuable Land Involved 
—A Long Lost Letter Brought Out—An 
Interesting Case. 


It was a family affair. 

But having assumed the shape of a compli- 
cated land suit it has grown to be a much 
talked of matter. 

‘The case came up in the federal court yes- 
terday for the second time. It is now clothed 
in the legal terms of a bill in equity, and is 
entered on the clerk’s docket Louisa C. Guild 
vs. E. L. Phillips, et al. 

The trouble arises over thirty acres of land 
between Atlanta and Decatur that belongs tu 
the estate of Dr. Guild, deceased. 

Whose land is it? 

That is the question for the court. 

The case is a bill in equity to satisfy a former 
decree rendered in the United States court by 
consent. That decree disposed of seventy-three 
acres of land, making thirty acres liable fora 
debt of $1,100, which Dr. L. H. Guild owed 
Mrs. Phillips, his sister. 

In accordance with the judgment obtained 
thirty acres of the estate were sold and were 
bonght in by Mrs. Phillips, who lives near 
Providence, R. I. 

The remaining portion of the seventy-three 
acres fell to Mrs. Guild, the wife who had 
been made widow by the husband’s separation 
from her. . 

About three years after this settlement of 
the debt to Mrs. Phillips, Dr. Guild died. Just 
before his death, he went back to his wife and 
spent his last daysin her care and watchful- 
ness. It is said that she 
sent for him to come to her _ house, 
and asked to nurse him in his last illness 
which he consented to do just a week before 
he died. 

He died at her house with his wife and 
children about him. i 

A LONG LOST PAPER FOUND. 

Very soon after the death of Dr. Guild, Mrs. 
Guild found buried in his trunk, so the story 
goes, a letter written to him in years past by 
his sister, Mrs. Phillips, in which she released 
him from the debt of $1,100. 

This was a pointer. 

The letter dating 1884 relinquishes all claim 
on the note, and fully released Dr. Guild from 
paying it in any manner. 

Prompted by the discovery of this paper, 
Mrs. Guild files the present suit to open the 
former decree and set it aside, claiming that 
this release existed before the land was sold to 
pay the debt, and charging conspiracy in the 
manner in which the sale took place. 

WHAT MRS. PHILLIPS CLAIMS. 

Mrs. Phillips claims that no such release 
was ever written or signed by herself. 

She says the first decree was a just course of 
law granting her payment for a debt to which 
her brother consented. 

All kinds of suspicious and bad rumors hover 
around the case on both sides, showing some 
half-hidden incidents that are likely to 
be unearthed before the case is ended. 

The land is a fortune. It lies between 
Atlanta and Decatur, in a most desirable 
locality, and is a large tract. 

The enormous rise in Atlanta real estate has 
made the land vastly worth a snug sum, and 
for this reason the case assumes more impor- 
tance the longer it lingers in court.

—— 
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Untimely Improvements, 


The season has arrived for the sappers and 
miners of Atlanta to have their annual pic- 


nic, a festal event which begins in June and 
lasts all through the dog days, and into the 
saffron sultriness of September. The fes- 
tivities consist in disemboweling the streets 
of Atlanta and blockading them with vast 
piles of wet and fetid soil which, under the 
influence of a broiling sun, offers up its 
poisonous vapors to the public. 

And the public seems to like it, and our 
sanitary commission, the board of health, 
makes no protest that we hear of. Perhaps 
a protest would be useless. There is a 
vague and insubstantial idea in the public 
mind that Atlanta is bomb-proof, so far as 
disease is coneerned—that its healthfulness 
is something that cannot be disturbed or 
destroyed. 

Naturally, the climate of Atlanta is the 
healthiest in the world, else it would never 
have survived the tremendous strain put on 
by those who go on year after year disre- 
garding the rules of common sense and vio- 
lating the simplest laws of sanitation. 
Naturally, also, there will be an end to all 
this, and that very shortly, unless there is a 
reform in our methods and management. 
Cities, nu more than individuals, can long 

‘continue to violate sanitary laws without 
paying the inevitable penalty. 

Wherever people congregate together in 
communities there is more or less contami- 
nation of soil and water. Especially is this 
trne in cities where there is a pressure of 
population. A few years ago the well water 
of Atlanta was pure and wholesome, but 
now, according to chemical analysis, it has 
been contaminated by the poisonous matter 
that finds its way from the soil to the source 
of the well supply. It has even been hinted 
that the artesian water shows traces of this 
contamination. 

There can be no doubt, however, that the 
ecii of Atlanta is permeated with poisonous 
- matter that is the source of various diseases. 
It is natural thatthis should be so. There 
is no city so healthy that its soil is free from 
the poisonous matter that breeds the germs 
of disease. A few years ago the soil of 
Whitehall street was torn up and exposed to 
the sumnmer sun for the purpose of further- 
ing some work of city improvement. The 
physicians protested against it, but to no 
purpose. The question now is whether the 
improvement was worth the sacrifice of the 
lives of the three or four young men who 
contracted fatal diseases while sleeping in 
their rooms in proximity to the exposed soil. 

As we have said, the annual work of dis- 
emboweling the streets has been renewed 
With great vigor. Whole acres of subsoil are 
exposed to the hot sun on Whitehall street, 
traffic is obstructed, and the whole proceed- 
ing is an eye-sore. No doubt the work under 
way is an important one, but there is some- 
thing quite as important as public impfove- 
ment, and that is the public health. 

THE CONSTITUTION, however, is not ob- 
jecting to the particular improvement on 
Whitehall street, nor to any improvement; 
but it does most seriously protest against a 
policy that permits the soil of the streets to 
be exposed to the rays of a blazing sun. It 
protests in the name of every interest of the 
city against such a gross and unnecessary 
violation of the rules of common sense and 
the laws of sanitation. All such work 
ought to be done during the fall and winter 
months, and the board of health should 
make its influence felt in the matter. 


South Carolina’s Peril. 

Our South Carvlina exchanges bristle 
with political war, and over in the palmetto 
state the clans are gathering for a fight 
which threatens disastrous consequences to 
the state. Here we find Farmer Tillman 
marshaling his forces; there the right fiank 
of the democratic party brings its battering 
yams to bear against his fort, while in an- 
other place the independents, who, as Sen- 
ator Butler once remarked, ‘‘wear the liv- 
ery of heaven to serve the devil in,’’ are 
scheming for the campaign; while the dyed- 
in-the-wool republicans are rallying their 
oli-time scattered missions for a last at- 
tack upon the democratic citadel.

there is no reason why any other section 
should be able to divert permanently an in- 
dustry for which nature has prepared a place 
in the cotton states, especially in that por- 
tion of them which is known as the Pied- 
mont region. _ 

Perhaps some sensitive soul from New 
England will say about this, as an Indian- 
apolis editor said about the watermelon ex- 
change, that it is one form of. sectionalism. 
If so, it is sectionalism for which nature, and 
not man is responsible. The world was not 
all built one way and there is no good in 
trying to make believe that it was. Nat- 
ure has laid the foundations for different in- 
dustries in different countries, and men are 
fighting against the forces of nature when 
they try to divert those industries from 
their appointed places. 

Temporary conditions have located the 
cotton millsin the north. At first they 
were all there. Then heavy goods 
were made in sight of the cotton fields. Now 
the assertion is that the mills in the cotton 
region cannot pass a certain grade of coarse 
goods,and all sorts of arguments are brought 
up to sustain the allegation. None of them 
appear to have any force, except the one 
which says that we cannot do fine work until 
-we have skilled labor. That applies in the 
meantime, but it is only a temporary obsta- 
cle. The technological institutes lately es- 
tablished south and the general increase of 
interest in manufactures will soon teil on the 
generation growing up. 

In those expensive cotton fabrics where 
the cost of production is nearly all labor or 
interest on capital invested in machinery, 
the industry will be of cosmopolitan charac- 
ter. For instance, we import $21,000,000 
per annum of cotton laces and the like. The 
manufacture of such goods will thrive most 
where suitable labor can be provided at the 
smallest cost, and other conditions affecting 
- consumption and distribution are the most 
favorable. 

But for the great bulk of cotton goods, in 
which cotton figures largely as a factor of 
cost, and economy of mili construction comes 
prominently into expense account, the cot- 
ton states are bound eventually to crowd all 
competitors to the wall. The talk about 
opening the markets of the world is well 
enough to give the New England mills a new 
lease on life, but the suggestion of a bounty 
system begs the question.

The Speakership Contest.

We refer, of course, to Hon. Clark Howell, of Ful- 
ton county. No soung manin Georgia occupies 
today as prominent a position as does Clark 
Howell.

These are sad’ commentaries on the usefulness 
and safety of vaccination! And cases of life-long 
injury and even death from vaccination are con- 
stantiy coming to light. 

Vaccine virus is a horrible. and loathsome 
promes of disease, and its introduction into the

And, again, 
is it legal to exercise such quarantine regardless 
of the existence or non-existence of smal!-pox im 
Atlanta or vicinity? 

The writer has ample reason for answering each 
of these questions with an emphatic wo! In fact 
he is fully convinced that vaccination is always 
more or jess injurious and no protection against 
sinall-pox, and hence worse than ureless.

If 
he ¢annot buy a through ticket, he will obtain 
a certificate of purchase from each agent from 
whom he buys a ticket. These certificates 
will be properly countersigned at the institute, 
and on presentation, a return ticket will be 
given at one centa mile. Don’t fail to obtain 
certificates when buying your tickets, unless 
you wish to pay full fare both ways. The cer- 
tificates will be furnished at the dopots. The 
privilege of the Chautauqua grounds and 
gates will cost no more to teachers this year 
than last, to-wit: $1.50 for the session.

THE ORIGINAL CONSTITUTION OF 
THE PICKENS CONSPIRATORS, 


It Was Taken From the Hollow of an Oak 
Like the Famous Magna Charter—What 
the People of Pickens Think, 


Hidden in the hollow of an oak. 

Coffined by a cigar box and shrouded with 
the black mask worn by the members of the 
Pickens county secret organization. 

In such a condition, the original constitu- 
tion and oath of the ‘‘Honest Man’s Friend 
and Protector” secret society was found, and 
has been brought to light.

AND THE MATTERS OF INTEREST 
ABOUT THE STATE CAPITOL. 


South Georgia Negroes Waiting for a Free 
Train to Africa—A Letter to 
Captain Kell. 


The Woolfolk story in its last chapters. 

His motion for a new trial was argued in 
the supreme court yesterday. 

If that goes against him the case will be 
carried to the supreme court of the United 
States. The final resort, even after this, 18 
executive clemency. 

If it goes in his favor the case must be 
fought all over again. 

Woolfolk was represented by Colonel J. ©. 
Rutherford, of Macon. 

The state was represented by Solicitor-Gen! 
eral W. H. Felton and by Attorney-Genera- 
Anderson. | 

And in that argument yesterday there was 
a display of legal talent rarely equaled, even 
before the supreme court. 

The case was taken up in the regular order 
amongst those at the hee! of the supreme court 
docket the first thing yesterday morning. 

Colonel Rutherford, in beginning the argu- 
mentifor his client, stated that he would be 
unable todo justice to his client within the 
two hours allowed him by the law, and asked 
for six hours additional. 

He was allowed three, giving him five hours 
in which to make his case. 

The state was given one hour extra, or three 
in all, to answer to Woolfolk’s plea. 

Colonel Rutherford began speaking at 9:45, 
speaking without intermission untilthe recess 
for dinner, and concluding after the recess. 

The case is a very voluminous one, but the 
main points relied npon may be summed up 
briefly: 

1. That the court erred in overruling de- 
fendant’s challenges to the several arrays put 
upon him. 

2. That the court erred in ruling out the 
testimony as to the threat of John Jeff, a 
negro, who stated just eight days before the 
killing that he “had chopped cotton all sum- 
mer for the Wolfolks and they hadn’t paid 
him, and that he intended to kill the last 
d—d name of them.’’ 

3. That the court erred in admitting the tes- 
timony of Jailer Birdsong that he overheard 
Woolfork praying, ‘‘Lord have mercy on me. 
The only thing I regret is killing my father.” 

4. That the court erred in refusing to allow 
the defendant to prove by Birdsong that he, 
the jailer, had overheard Woolfolk praying 
for those that had unjustly accused him. 

5. That the court erred in refusing to give 
certain charges requested by the defendant. 

6. That the court erredin refusing to allow 
the defendent’s counsel] to cross-examine the 
witness, Bone Davis. 

7. That the court erred in refusing to explain 
to the jurors the meaning of questions pro- 
pounded to them on their voir dire. 

8. That the court erred in holding that sec- 
tion 4682 and section 4687 of the cede were not 
unconstitutional. 

%, That the court erred in refusing to grant 
a continuance. 

10. That the court erred in refusing to grant 
defendant’s motion for a change of venue. 

11. That the court erred in admitting the 
testimony of Ayres and Barron, two jurors who 
tried defendant in the first trial. 

12. That the court erred in refusing to allow 
defendant to prove that the excitement and 
outside pressure were so great that defendant’s 
witnesses were frightened so they denied any 
knowledge of facts they had communicated to 
others. That a negro named Augustus Trippe 
had stated to Judge Trippe that Anderson 
James, who worked on the Woolfolk place, 
had told him (Augustus) how the _ killing 
occurred, and that Pearl Woolfolk | 
nearly escaped by running under the 
bed, and that Augustus Trippe was 
so frightened that he denied on the stand hav- 
ing made any such statement to Judge Trippe. 

13. That the court erred in refusing to allow 
the defendant to prove by the sherriff of 
Cherokee county, who arrested Jack DuBose 
a few weeks after the killing, that DuBose 
had stated to him that he was on the Woolfolk 
place when the nine were killed, and that he 
saw Tom Woolfolk when he jumped out the 
window, and that the killing was done by sev- 
eral negroes. 

That Judge Gustin erred in holding that he 
was qualified to try the case; the defendant 
urging as ground for disqualification that the 
judge had been employed by the prosecutor, 
immediately after the killing, and consulted 
by the prosecutor as tothe distribution of 
Mrs, Woolfolk’s estate,and that the judge 
had advised the prosecutor to take out letters 
of administration on ber estate.

THE DUMMY LINE TO THE CONFED- 
- ZRATE HOME. 


The Metropolitan Street Railway Company 
to Build Three Miles More—Another 


The Metropolitan Street Railway company’s 
dummy line to the Confederate home is in 
operation now. | 

The cars ran all day yesterday, making the 
round trip in an hour and twenty minutes. 

Two efforts had been made before to put the 
line in operation. This was prevented the 
first time by a heavy rain which did consider- 
able damage to the track and caused delay. A 
second delay was caused by an accident to the 
water-tank. 

Yesterday, however, the cars made the trip 
without an accident of any sort, and every- 
thing worked beautifully. 

THREE MILES MORE. 

From the junction of Marietta and Peach- 
tree, up Marietta to Broad, up Broad to 
Luckie, Luckie to North avenue, and thence 
along Cherry to the city limits. 

Also from the junction of Luckie and Alex- 
ander, up Alexander to Marietta, Marietta to 
Jones avenue, Jones avenue to Lambert, Lam- 
bert to Simpson, Simpson to Chestnut, along 
Chestnut to Green’s Ferry avenue, thence: 
along Green’s Ferry-avenue to city limits. 

Also from the junction of Chestnut and 
Magnolia, along Magnolia to Dayis, Davis to 
Hunter, Hunter to Elliott, Elliott to Nelson, 
Nelson to Thompson, Thompson to Mitchell, 
Mitchell to Pryor, Pryor toa connection with 
their present system. 

These lines, aggregating about three miles 
in length, are to be added to the Metropolitan 
company’s system. 

We didn’t ask for the right of way to keep 
anybody else out of it,’’ said Mr. W. H. Pat- 
terson yesterday. ‘‘Weare going to commence 
work as soon as the right of way is granted and | 
all the material needed is ready for use. Once , 
begun, the lines will be pushed rapidly to 
completion.’’ 

STORAGE BATTERY POWER. 

“We are going to make a trial of a new 
storage battery power—the Shawan patent— 
with a view to adopting it on all these new 
lines if it works satisfactorily. 

‘It is made in Detroit, and is now in opera- 
tion, and has been for three or 
four months. They are working on thirty 
motors, now for Grand Rapids and on twenty 
more for some other place. Itisanew thing, 
and will be thoroughly tested before being put 
in operation here. It works wonderfully in 
Detroit, because there are no steep grades. 
The place is as level asa floor. But where the 
voltage thereis about 100, here it must go 
to 400 or 500. Within a few days, we will 
forward them a profile of these streets, so that 
they will know exactly what they are expected 
to do here. The motors are being made 
specially for these Atlanta grades, and the 
people up there are confident tp,at it 
will work here. A great advantage is that 
these motors will run sixty or seventy miles 
with one set of batteries without exchange or 
renewal. That means a considerable saving 
in the expense of operation.”’ 

‘‘What power will be used in event the stor- 
age batteries don’t work satisfactorily ?’’ ¢ 

“Then we will probably adopt the dummy 
steam moters as we have them on most of 
our other linesnow. The hne out Green’s 
Ferry avenue can easily be extended to West 
End, and perhaps will be, and that would 
probably be a horse-car line.’’

An Offer From the Owners of the Grounds of

The principalities 
of the Lslands of ;Edisto and Wadmatan and 
St. Helena are now divided up into small 
farms whereon the intelligent freedman makes 
his two bales of long cotton and raises his flock 
of razor-back Sea Isiand hogs. 
AN OLD STORY RECALLED. 

Speaking of St. Helena island, which lies 
near the mouth of Beaufort river in St. Helena 
sound, an old story that has gone into history 
is recalled. Early inthe century, when all 
these isiands constituted principalities, each 
family owning one or more islands, news 
reached Edisto island, the capital of the 
group, of the banishment of Napoleon to the 
island of St. elena. .The news reached here 
of course a considerable time after the event, 
butit is said to have caused intense excite- 
ment on the island. As it spread from island 
to island the excitement increased, and finally 
a meoting of the princes and barons was called 
together ‘‘Pan tap Edisto.’”?’ Here they met 
and held a council of war. It was agreed that 
St Helena island was in danger of invasion 
from the French, and it was agreed that the 
surrounding islands should do something to 
aid the threatened islanders at St. Helena; 
and it was finally decided to organize a 
company of cavalry to purchase 
acannon and for each principality to furnish 
its quota of slaves to erect fortifications to pre- 
vent the landing of Napoleon, pan tap St. 
Helena. The princes and barons were not ex- 
actly up on geography in those days. 

TItE RICHEST MAN IN THE STATE. 

Probably the richest man in South Carolina 
today is Mr. W. B. Smith. Mr. Smith is 75 
vears of ave and, like most rich men, began 
life in an humble way. His father, it is said, 
was the bell-ringer at St. Michael’s church 
during the last century. Mr. Smith entered 
business when young and rapidly made his 
fortune, his friends say, by looking carefully 
after the pennies. Heisalso reporied to be 
one of those fortunate individuais who were 
born with silver spoons in their mouths. 
Everything he touched turned to gold, and 
misfortunes passed him “| like water on a 
duck’s back. Itis related as specimens of his 
luck that during Sherman’s raid through 
upper Carolina the bummers burned and har- 
ried every plantation within twenty miles of 
Mr. Smith’s, but for some reason never 
approached his place. On another  oc- 
casion when the hog cholera carried 
off fifty per cent of the hogs 
in his county, Mr. Smith’s hogs were as fat 
andas saucy and as healthy as ever. He has 
been a bank president also, and it is related of 
him that it was while in this position that he 
made the only, “losing’’ he ever made. An 
adventurer, who figured among the four hun- 
dred in Charleston some years ago, seems to 
have got into his confidence in some way, and 
by raising certificates of stock mulcted the 
bank out of some thousands of dollars. Mr. 
Sinith isa member of the Episcopal church. 
There are no tablets on the wall recording his 
gifts tothe church. Mr. Smith is generally 
credited with living very economically. 

MR. F. J. PELZER. 

Mr. ¥. J.,. Pelzer, of Charleston, is a very 
rich man, and is said to be a very liberal one. 
He made his money in cotton, andis now the 
virtual owner of several cotton mills. Mr. 
Velzer is a liberal giver to his church, Bethel 
M. E., his most recent gift being a $6;000 
organ. Mr. Pelzer livesin a handsome and 
palatial residence in the northwestern section 
of the city, and has a large family. Several of 
his sons have already been established in 
lucrative business. 


MR. GEORGE W. WILLIAMS. 


Mr. George W. Williams is perhaps as well 
known in Georgia as he is in Carolina, for it 
was in the ancient city of Augusta that he be- 
gan, at the lowest ring of the ladder, a com- 
mercial career that would haye landed him 
high up among the millionaires of the nation 
but for the war. Mr. Williams at this time is 
said to be worth all the way from a half to 
three-quarters of a million, but like others of 
his} class there is no fixing his value. Mr. 
Williams says he made his fortune attending 
to business and keeping clear of whisky. In 
fact it is his boast that although at one time 
head of the leading groeery firm in the south, 
he not only never took his ‘“‘groceries,’’ but he 
would not even sell them. (OJd topers need 
not be told that the word “‘groceries’’ in this 
sense meda@us cocktail.) Mr. Williams is at 
present in the banking way, although his eld- 
est son runs an extensive iron foundry and 
machine shop. He is one of the staunchest 
pillars of Trinity Methodist church, and is 
generally credited with being a consistent and 
earnest worshipper. His daughter recently 
married Mr. Pat Calhoun, of Atlanta, the 
wedding having been one of the toniest per- 
haps ever celebrated in this sober old city. 
The local newspapers say that the bride’s 
father’s wedding-present was a certified check 
for $100,000, but this was only rumor. 

In his leisure hours Mr. Williams has dab- 
bled in prose literature, and has written at 
odd times numbers of letters to the news- 

apers. He is also the author of several 

oks published for private circulation only. 
Mr. Williams is a very liberal contributor to 
his church. Mr, Williams lives in a red brick 
palace near the battery, and lives well. 
THE LATE DR. SIMONDS. 

The late Dr. Andrew Simonds, who died 
recently, said before his death that his estate 
would be sufticient to leave each of his four 
children a quarter of a million. Dr. Simonds 
was a phenomenal financier. He commenced 
life as a school teacher in the west, went into 
the drug business and finally took to financier- 
ing. e established, it is said, the first 
national bank in the south after the war. 

State Senator Augustine T. Smythe, of 
Charleston, is said to be worth a round half a 
million. He is a comparatively young man, 
and made his fortune at the law. His tastes 
turn in the direction of politics and farming 
and stock-raising. He has a mode) stock farm 
in Anderson county, where he generally spends 
the’ summer. Mr. Smythe is a Presbyterian, 
and a strict member, too, his father having 
been the Rey. Thonias Smythe, the celebrated 
Presbyterian preacher and writer. 

MIKE BROWN’S MONEY. 

Colonel Mike Brown, of .Barnwell, is on the 
road to become a millionaire. Colonel Brown 
is scarcely over thirty years of age, and yet has 
had a phenomenally successful financial ca- 
reer. is business education was acquired in 
his father’s store at Blackville. His financier- 
ing qualifications must have been born in him. 
Colonel Brown runs a half dozen cotton 
plantations, an equal number of Kolb Gem 
melon patches, does @ banking business and in 
addition finds time to build railroads.

SHIVERED INTO SPLINTERS. 


Lightning Strikes a Powder-House and a 
Terrific Explosion Follows, 


CLEVELAND, Ohio, June 3.—At 4 o’clock 
this afternoon, during a thunder storm, the 
lightning struck a powder-house, one mile east 
of Mans eld, Ohio, owned by Tracey & Avery, 
which contained over 5,000 pounds of powder. 
A terrific explosion followed that was felt dis- 
tinctly in all parts of the city. Not a vestige 
of the little building was left, but a swath of 
destruction and desolation had been swept in 
every direction. Just across the road was the 
dwelling of Henry Roost, in which, 
at the time, were his wife and three children. 
The house was shivered to atoms. One of the 
children, fifteen months old, was crushed 
and hurled thirty feet away, lifeless. Another, 
four years old, was so badly injured that she 
will die, and the mother is yet unconscious 
from injuries that will likely prove fatal. 
Anew unoccupied dwelling adjacent to the 
toost house was levelled to the foundation. 
The force of the explosion was go terriftic that 
bricks of the powder-house were hurled a full 
quarter of a mile away, the debris sweeping 
over fields and through adjacent woods, leaving 
apath like that of a shell-swept battle- 
field. All windows in houses within a radius 
of half a mile wereshattered,and a plate-glass 
window in the post-office, abouta mile and 
a half away, was broken.

The social life of Franklin was not of much con- 
sequence in his amateur years or youth, and that 
was, perhaps, one reason why he was always found 
in clubs and places of public intercourse, that he 
might supplant the better uses of society. Frank- 
lin’s wife was the grass widow of a strolling tinner 
or tinker, whose parents accused her of wasting 
her time waiting for Franklin to marry her, and 
in his absence in England—where he engaged 
in the thrifty business of seducing the  mis- 
tresses of fellow-printers—she married this 
tinner, who continued to get drunk for the 
remainder of his life, possibly driven thereto by a 
feeling that his wife did not love him. He had 
disappeared a long time when Franklin came 
home from his last tramp expedition to England, 
as a printer, and he says in his autobiography that 
considering how he had probably stood in her 
path to a congenial marriage, he thought it wise 
to take her and risk the chances of the tinker 
coming back. She was, however, a good 
woman, who allowed him to do pretty much 
as he pleased, and who took care of his 
illegitimate son with such care that the son 
became a cleaner man than Franklin, and the 
British government made him governor of New 
Jersey. He was true to his commission and oath, 
and refused to follow his father into the revolu- 
tion, who thereupon, with a political heart, cut 
him off fromany share in his estate. Whoever 
will read the inscription over William Franklin’s 
deceased wife in St. Paul’s church, in New York, 
will observe that he was a gentlemau of a tender 
heart, and, therefore, it is to be supposed that his 
mother, whoever she may have been, had some- 
thing delicate about her. _

A Brother Visits the Grave of One Who Wore 
the Gray, After an Absence of Twenty- 
seven Years. 


Dr. W. E. ‘Foute has just returned from a 
visit to Tennessee, his birth-place and home 
for many years. 

He went to attend the graduating exercises 
of the Normal school in Nashville, wher@ his 


education. 

In conversation yesterday Dr. Foute 
said: “Twenty-seven years ago I 
buried-wny brother, Samuel L. Foute, in Mur- 
freesboro. m: * 

‘‘He was a brave lad, had all the grit of a 
Tennessean, and when the battle of Murfrees- 


he was in the front ranks. 

‘‘Poor, brave boy! He fell mortally wounded, 
and for six dayS he lingered between life 
and death. - = ie sie 

‘‘On the eighth of the month he died; and I 
helped to dig nis lonely graveand lay him to 
rest. 

‘Tt was one of the saddest, days of my life, 
and for many days that wan face haunted me, 
with the seal of death upon if. 

‘Since the war I have been very busy, so 
busy that my second visit to Murfreesboro wa3 
last week... 

“T arrived there in the gray dawn of the 
morning, and as soon as I got off the train, [ 
went in search of the spot where I helped to 
bury my soldier brother twenty-seven years 
ago. 

““But the scene has changed. Not evenahil- 
lock remained to indicate where I had buried 
him, and near by, and—the changes have been 
so much—perhaps on the very spot where he 
lies buried, a handsome brick building has 
gone up.

and children who needéd his attention. Tlie 
court refused to charge that the defendant in 
execution who had signed the trover bend, 
was concluded by the judgment and execution 
as to the debt, and was a3 much liable to pay 
this debt as if it had originally been his own 
undertaking. Held: 

1. It was error not tointerpose when counsel 
made such statements, and in a close case Such 
error requires a new trial. 

Under the circumstances, the court should 
have chi: urged as requested, so as to correct any 
wrong impression made upon the jury by the 
remarks of counsel.

THE STOCK MARKET. 
The Day on the Floor of the New York Stock 
Exchange. 

NEW YORK, June 3.—The stock market today, 
was comparatively quiet, only sugar refineries 
showing an activity equal to that of the past few 
days, and while, owing to the false report of the 
decision of the court of appeals against the trust, 
the market was feverish and unsettled for the 
entire forenoon. A marked, strong tone was de- 
veloped later, and material advances were scored 
right through the entire list, and the upward 
movement ceased only with the close of business. 
To this result considerable good news contributed, 
and the money market failed to show any of the 
Bcarcity noticed just before the close last evening. 
Among the most infinential factors in the rise 
was the renewal of hopes of the silver bill, on the 
expectation that the discussion in the house of 
representatives would begin tomorrow. The feel- 
ing on this point was shown by a new advance in 
the price of silver, and the feeling upon money 
questions was altogether more setied than fora 
long time past. The opening of the market under 
the influence of higher London figures and good 
London buying was strong, but it was wet at the 
outset by the report that the court of appeals had 
rendered a decision declaring the sugar trust ille- 
gal, which precipitated a further decline in sugar 
after its opening down 114 per cent at 7114. There 
was frequent and violent fluctuntions on subse- 
quent denials of the report, and the dips to 6744 
were followed bya rally to over 71, but it after- 
wards got as low as 67, and finally closed at 72. 

Chicago Gas was less active and stronger than 
sugar, but it sympathized closely with its move- 
ments, and scored some wide fluctuations. When 
the trust matter had been cleared up, there was 

“given room for legitimate influences to have 
their effect, and a good demand from commission 
houses soon started the list on its upward march, 
the advances continuing throughout the remain- 
der of the day® In the early dealings both Lack- 
awanna and Richmond and West Point were spe- 
cially weak, but they recovered handsomely, and 
both show a gain for the day. Vanderbilt's gran- 
gers and specialtics ledin theadvance, and many 
stocks are materialiy higher than last evening. 
Covering became prominent toward the close, 
which wat active and strong at the best prices of 
the day. Among those which are higher tonight,
